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GENERAL STATEMENT. 



I. THE B. D. COURSE. 



i. ELECTIVE STUDIES. 

For two years the Faculty has had under advisement a modification of the course of 
study. The conviction has steadily grown that the introduction of a limited amount of 
elective work would enhance the value of the curriculum. Under the plan now adopted, 
while the labor imposed upon the Professors will be increased, the work demanded of the 
students will be of a higher order both in quality and in quantity. 

A specified amount of elective work must be undertaken ; no easy electives are 
offered ; elective studies are more exacting than routine studies ; so that the demands upon 
the student are less indulgent than under the old system. 

Electives are not offered to the Junior class. Men who have resided a year in the 
Seminary, who have been introduced to all the departments, and who have caught the 
spirit of the institution, are surely qualified to trust their own judgments, while their 
instructors can by this time wisely counsel them in their choices. 

Under the new system, students can distribute their electives equally in the several 
departments, and so pursue substantially the old course of study ; or they can, in a meas- 
ure, follow their own tastes and aptitudes giving their strength to those studies in whieh 
they are most deficient, or in which they desire special proficiency. 

Thus, while the amplest provision is made for the highest order of scholarship, special 
attention can be bestowed upon those branches which fit young men for the every-day 
duties of ministerial life. 

Under the system now adopted, new branches of study, demanded by the times in 
which we live, can be introduced; individual predilections can be recognized; students 
can be so grouped as to work with greater freedom and profit ; the standard of clerical 
education can be elevated ; and young men can be sent forth better equipped for the work 
of the ministry, both at home and abroad. 

Members of classes to which Electives are offered, must, three weeks before the close 
of each term, indicate in writing to the Psesident their election of studies for the next 
term. No Elective or Optional study will be given to less than four students.

2. REQUIRED STUDIES. 

It will be observed that all the studies of the Junior year, and about one-half the 
studies of the Middle and Senior years, are required. Candidates for the degree of B. D. 
are required to take six hours in Theology ; five hours each in Hebrew, Greek, Homilet- 
ics, and History ; two hours in the English Old and New Testaments ; one hour in 
Pastoral Theology twenty-nine hours in all. Twelve additional hours must be taken in 
Electives. 



3. OPTIONAL STUDIES. 

Students may, with the consent and under the direction of the Faculty, pursue 
Optional Studies. 



II. THE B. Th. COURSE. 



In 1 88 1, the English Course was lengthened to three years. It was made the same 
as the Regular Course, except that in the place of Hebrew and Greek, an equal amount of 
time was given to the study of the English Scriptures. Under the new curriculum, the 
requirements for admission to the English Course have been raised ; the elective system 
has also been introduced. Since the degree of B. D. has by usage acquired a specific 
meaning, it has been determined to confer the degree of B. Th, (Bachelor of Theology), 
upon students who complete the prescribed course in English.

FOURTH YEAR. 

There has been established a course of study for such graduates of this and other 
Seminaries as desire to spend an additional year in general theological study, or in inves- 
tigating special subjects in any of the departments of Theology. This course is intended, 

(1) For students who may desire to continue their theological studies beyond those
